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Renovate or Build: Voters Choose

A lively debate in the Crawford AuSable School District 
ends Tuesday, December 18, with voters here tallying the 
final score as to which side wins. 

The ballot contains two proposals - one for building a new 
middle school and another one for renovating the existing 
middle school. 

Proposal I would allow the school district to borrow up to 
$4,95 million to build a new middle school at the football field 
site in town. The bond proposition would be not for more than 
20 years and the first year’s millage assessment would be 
3.86 mills. Increases in state equalized values would decrease 
the millage. 

This proposal was placed on the ballot by the school 
board. Crawford AuSable voters passed new school building 
proposals in 1976 for the Frederic Elementary, 1973 for the 
Grayling High School, and 1964 for the Grayling Elementary. 
The Grayling Middle School was built in 1916. 

Proposal IZ asks for 1.00 mills for five years to renovate 
the existing middle school. The one mill would generate 
about $150,000 the first year. As state equalized values in- 
crease, the one mill would generate more revenues. 

This proposal was placed on the ballot by a citizens 
petition with 377 signatures. This is the first time the school 
district has voted on a maintenance, repairing, and remodel- 
ing proposal. The one miil can be used only for the Grayling 
Middle School. 

Here are some of the main arguments brought out during 
the past weeks: 

* I, The school board says one mill is not enough to do an 
adequate renovation job that they feel would cost at least $3.2 
million. The board says if the renovation proposal passes, 


they will be forced to come back to the voters for more money 
to finish the job. 

II. Supporters of renovation say the one mill for five 
years is enough to correct problems as necessary on a first 
need priority basis. 

‘‘The one mill is enough money to do the job satisfac- 
torily,”” says renovation backer Don Welser, ‘‘and to say 
otherwise is being prematurely pessimistic.” 

*% II. Renovation supporters say the renovation, repair, 
and maintenance project is intended to be stretched out one 
mill a year for five years - not five mills in one year. 

“Sure it would be great to have it done at once but the 
costs would have doubled or tripled just due to the interest 
alone (on a loan),’’ Welser said. 

i, New middle school backers say a piece-meal renova- 
tion of the existing school will not solve the projected short- 
age of classrooms. If the renovation proposal passes, the 
school board says they will ask voters within two years for a 
bond issue to build additional classrooms. 

%* I. New Middle School supporters say a new building 
will give our children safe, modern classrooms and accom- 
modate the growing school-age population of our community. 

II. Renovation backers say many college, university, and 
government buildings and private homes in our county are 
older than the middle school and are still beautiful and 
usable. 

* IL. Renovation backers say the schoo] board doesn’t 
listen to the voters who elected them and the board should 
have jumped on the band wagon 100 percent behind the 
citizens petition instead of finding fault and trying to under- 
mine it. They also say one of the responsibilities of the board 
is routine maintenance and upkeep of the district’s buildings 


and an overwhelming majority of voters do not seem to think 
this responsibility has been properly performed. 

I, Superintendent Kent Reynolds says routine main- 
tenance would not have salvaged the existing middle school - 
it needs major expensive mechanical and construction over- 
haul and replacement to continued to be used. Instead of a 
patch-up job through the ‘renovation proposal, new middle 
school supporters say a new building will cost-taxpayers less 
in the long run. 

About the only thing the two groups do agree on is the 
fact that something needs to be done now to provide better 
middle school facilities for students. 

The main complaints about the existing middle school 
are these: 

* The heating system needs to be completely replaced. The 
radiators leak, parts aren’t available for them anymore, they 
give off uneven heat and the system is one-way instead of a 
loop system. To adequately heat classrooms at the end of the 
system in winter, rooms closest to the heat source roast. The 
boiler is 29 years old and needs to be replaced. 

* The roof has dry-rotted timbers, no insulation, and 
leaks. 

* All of the window casings should be replaced and as 
many as 60 percent of the windows could be covered. 


* The exterior needs tuck pointing and reglazing. Rey- 
nolds said the above four areas would cost more than $750,000 
to repair without touching the interior. 

* The building needs handicap access, The wood stairs 
should be replaced with metal. The floors all need work to 
reduce squeaks and noises. Rooms need ceilings lowered, 
carpeting installed, and better lighting.

Three Grayling community leaders asked 
area veterans to support Grayling as a site 
for an outreach Veterans Administration 
clinic. 

Jim Packard, of Grayling Mercy 
Hospital, Ron Fraser, of the Grayling 
Holiday Inn, and Walt Nowak, of the Gray- 
ling Regional Chamber of Commerce told 
an audience of 30 veterans at the American 
Legion Post 106 Monday night that it was up 
to them now to support the clinic. 

“We need your endorsement and sup- 
ort, Nowak said. “We've done pr ractically 
everything we can at the governmental 
level.” 

Nowak said the county board of commis- 
sioners, city mayor, chamber of commerce, 
Mercy Hospital, and Camp Grayling have 
all sent letters to VA officials in support of 
locating the clinic in Grayling. 


Packard said a team of VA officials visit- 
ed Mercy Hospital to check the facilities. He 
said Grayling meets all the criteria of easy 
access by transportation routes, space 
available, physician staff, and other clinic 
needs. 

Fraser said the VA originally was con- 
sidering a 20-exam-room clinic but have 
downsized the plan to two examining rooms 
operated a few days a week. The VA 65 and 
older population is expected to triple by the 
year 2000, however, and Fraser pointed out 
the clinic could be a foot in the door and 


The Grayling meeting was called after 
recent publicity by Traverse City and Gay- 
lord in support of the facility. 

Because of the importance of location, 
most of the persons at the Monday meeting 
felt Gaylord would be the biggest com- 
petitor for the clinic. 

Bill Ewalt, American Legion Regional 
Service officer, thought Grayling has 
already been picked as the site because 
Mercy Hospital has more to offer the VA 
clinic. He also thought the VA has already 
decided to put the clinic plan on hold 
because of big money commitments else- 
where. 

He said if the VA did decide to place a 
clinic in Grayling, it would come about as a 
result of the veterans here writing their 
congressmen. 

Ron Schrieber, Disabled Veterans Ad- 
ministration service field officer, said 
because of the similarities between Gaylord 
and Grayling, the decision on where to place 
the clinic will probably be a political one. 

Nowak said a decision on the clinie will be 
made by Gary Wilkenson, administrator of 
the Saginaw VA Hospital, and is due by the 
middle of January. He urged all area 
veterans to write to senators Don Riegle and 
Carl Levin, U.S. Senate, Washington D.C, 
20510, congressmen Bob Davis and Bill 
Schuette, U.S. House of Representatives, 
Washington, D.C. 20515 (Schuette’s current 
address is P.O. Box 351, Midland, 48640) and 
Wilkenson at the Saginaw VA Hospital, 
48606.

Miore Employees Laid Off 
At Grayling Hospital 


Eleven employees were laid off from 
Grayling Mercy Hospital December 7, as 
hospital admissions continued to decliné. 
The lay-off was the second in less than a 
year. In March 33 employees were laid off. 

According to Julie Nankervis, controller 
at Mercy Hospital, patient days for the first 
3 months of the current fiscal year are 1,483 
days below anticipated leveis, and inpatient 
revenue is an estimated $350,000 below 
budget. She explained, “Even if we were to 
suddenly experience a significant increase 
in admissions, the revenue is lost; we can 
never recover it.” 

Mercy Hospital budgeted for 62 percent 
occupancy and set their average length of 
stay at 6.2 days. Year-to-date occupancy has 
been 97 percent and the average length of 
stay has declined to 5.6 days. ‘“‘These are 
significant indicators,” said Ms. Nankervis. 
“We budget and plan our hospital operation 
on these indicators; we can’t ignore them. 
And because patient days are down, cost 
reduction measures must include staff 
reductions.”’ 

Sister Mary Ellen Howard, R.S.M., pres- 
ident and chief executive officer of Mercy 
Hospital, cited increased government regu- 
lations and more emphasis on outpatient 
services as reasons for the national decline 
in hospitals’ average length of stay, and the 


- decrease in hospital admissions. 


“Increased government regulations un- 
der Diagnostic Related Groups (DRGs) for 
Medicare patients is changing how hospitals 
do business,” explained Sister Mary Ellen. 
“Meicy Houspital’s admissions are 40 per-

national average for treating specific 
diagnoses. There are 467 categories, or 
under which a Medicare patient could be 
admitted to the hospital; each of these cate- 
gories, or DRGs, has a set number of days 
for hospital stay and a predetermined pay- 
ment under Medicare. A patient who must 
stay beyond the targeted length of stay, or 
who incurs expenses over the allowable 
Medicare payment, is not held responsible 
for the additional expense; the hospital is. 
Therefore, it has become critical that 
hospitals become efficient while maintain- 
ing quality of care. No patient is discharged 
from Mercy Hospital until they are ready to 
be discharged, and no patient stays ad- 
ditional days beyond the attending physi- 
cian’s recommended discharge date,” said 
the hospital administrator. 

The second reason cited by Sister Mary 
Ellen for the lay-offs is the shift to out- 
patient services. Mercy Hospital started an

State to Help 
Counties With 
TB Patients 


State Senator Connie Bins- 
feld (R-Maple City) announ- 
ced today that her bill, which 
relieves the financial burden 
on counties for the treatment 
of involuntarily court order- 
ed TB patients, received 
final approval and is on its 
way to the Governor for his 
signature. 

Advances in science allow 
most TB patients to volun- 
tarily remain isolated at 
home. However, when in- 
dividuals refuse to volun- 
tarily isolate themselves and 
submit to medication, it is 
necessary to have them 
committed to the hospital by 
court order. That’s when the 
financial burden becomes 
too great on small counties. 

“Last year, Benzie County 
was subjected to over $8,000 
in medical bills for a county 
resident with tuberculosis 
who had to be hospitalized by 
court order” said Binsfeld. 
“For small counties this 
kind of cost can be crippling. 
My bill would allow the state 
to assume the costs for in- 
patient recalcitrant TB 
patients.” 

“This type of expense can- 
not be budgeted by a small 
county,” explained Binsfeld. 
“Even one case could spell 
disaster for counties with 
low operating budgets. This 
bill will help avoid this type 
of situation.” 

As a member of the Senate 
Appropriations committee, 
Binsfeld was instrumental in 
placing $95,000 in the Depart- 
ment of Public Health 
budget to cover such costs,

During Holidays 


With the coming of year- 
end holidays, Secretary of 
State Richard Austin today 
urged all party-givers to be 
good hosts and help guests 
arrive home safely after the 
party. 

Austin also urged party- 
givers to help over-indulgent 
guests with a ride home or a 
place to relax before driving 
home.

resulting deaths, injuries 
and costs.

THERE ARE two sides to every election 


‘— the winning side and the losing side. Elec- 


tions provide ‘‘outs”’ as well as ‘‘ins,’’ some- 
times voluntarily and sometimes reluctan- 
tly. 

The way public officials leave office often 
can be as interesting as how they served, 
and the recent elections — and the exits 
from public service they provided — present 
a few cases in point. 

Normally, retiring public officials — at 
least, those who have gone voluntarily --- do 
so with some good grace. 

U.S. REP. Barber Conable of New York 
chose not to run this year after 20 years on 
Capitol Hill, and was asked for the usual 
assessment of the scene. 

“T personally believe that representative 
government...is functioning...not very 
well,’’ Conable told Congressional Quarter- 
ly. 

He explained that ‘our whole system of 
diffusion of powers was designed to...make 
it difficult for the government...to accumu- 
late the power to make major decisions.” 

I’tl bet it didn’t take Mr. Conable 20 years 
to determine that opinion. 

* * * 

CLOSER TO HOME is Peter Fletcher, 
who chose not to run this year to keep his 
seat on the Michigan State University Board 
of Trustees. Fletcher was appointed to the 
MSU board by former Gov. Milliken, who 
earlier had tapped Fletcher for service on 
the Michigan Highway Commission. 

Upon his decision to leave the MSU board, 
Fletcher told reporters he had ‘‘loathed 
every single second of his job” as a trustee, 
and took the job not because he wanted to 
serve but only because Gov. Milliken had 
twisted his arm. 

Fletcher said he does not enjoy public of- 
fice because “politics and pandering’’ 
replace reason and logic as the basis for 
decisions. He said that although governors, 
such »s Mumken and Gov. James Blan- 
chard, ‘‘are able to endure the mulings and 
pukings of citizenry,’’ Peter Fletcher cannot 
stand it. 

Fletcher resigned from the board shortly 
after the November election, but still was 
asked for comment on selection of MSU’s 
new president, John DiBiaggio. But the 
usually loquacious Fletcher declined to 
comment, saying that now that he was out of 
office he had neither the responsibility nor 
the desire to express any opinions. 

Fletcher’s departure from MSU appears 
to be mutually satisfying. 

* * * 

SIMILAR WAS the reaction of Thomas 
Klunzinger, who had served one term as an 
elected trustee of Meridian Township near 
Lansing. Klunzinger didn’t run for trustee 
this year, but ran instead for Ingham Coun- 
ty clerk, and lost. 

At his last meeting of the township board, 
Klunzinger — among other departing town- 
ship officials — was offered a citation and a

plaque for his service. But he turned down 
the whole thing, telling his colleagues that 
being a trustee was ‘“‘not a pleasant ex- 
perience.” 

Throughout the 235 board meetings I have 
attended,” Kiunzinger said, “‘there has been 
a fairly steady stream of residents com- 
piaining about problems that need solutions, 
an action or a policy that they don’t like, a 
proposal that they feel threatens their in- 
terests. 

“Ultimately these things are resolved and 
those people go home, rarely offering 
thanks for whatever decision is reached. 
And in some cases, they spit out some final 
abuse for the decision that is made. 

“For me, though, this is over. I shall nat 
miss it. But on the other hand, I don’t want 
to be reminded of it either.”’ 

Makes you wonder why he was running 
for another public office, doesn’t it? 

* * * 

FINALLY, in this brief ‘‘exit poll,”’ there 
is Don Albosta, who served six years in 
Congress from Michigan’s 10th district and 
apparently lost to Bill Schuette. Albosta has 
asked for a recount. 

But pending his departure from Congress, 
Albosta was gracious in a press release sent 
to newspapers in his district, thanking 
voters for past support, and noting that the 
election “reaffirmed our sacred democratic 
values.” 

“Democratic rule represents all that is 
good about America,” he wrote. “‘It offers 
each participant a firm, steady base from 
which to live, and through direct voter in- 
volvement, enhances human dignity. 

‘When we become disillusioned about our 
system of government, all we have to do is 


‘stop for just a moment and remember those 


millions and millions of people who live each 
day under oppression.” 

ALBOSTA TOLD his constituents that his 
election to Congress was the highlight of his 
political career: 

“T felt a rush of exhilaration from helping 
guide critical legislation through the House 
that would improve the quality of life for 
Michigan folks and all Americans. I felt 
privileged in taking part in innumerable 
conferences, seminars, parades and meet- 
ings during my tenure (in Congress). I felt a 
genuine sense of accomplishment each time 
I managed to slice through the confusing 
bureaucratic thicket and get a question 
cleared up for a citizen.” 

The Albosta departure is more in keeping 
with what most of us have in mind for how 
our elected officials approach their respon- 
sibilities. But certainly the frustrations and 
problems which seem to have dominated 
both Fletcher and Klunzinger must be part 
of every public job, too. 

You might ask your local elected public 
official next time you see her/him how 
she/he likes the job. Chances are the 
response will vary, depending upon whether 
they’re still ‘‘in’”’ or on the way “‘out’’.

EIK Hunt 
Season 
Dec. 11-16 


Lansing — All is in readi- 
ness for the long awaited elk 
hunt season (the third elk 
season ever in Michigan) 
scheduled to get underway 
at 6 am. on December 11 
and run through 7 p.m. 
December 16. 

The 50 qualifying elk hun- 
ters will have an opportunity 
to meet each other at a half- 
day (1-5 p.m.) mandatory 
training session in Gaylord 
on December 10. At the 
meeting, Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
staff will instruct hunters on 
elk hunt procedures, rules 
and safety precautions. 

The hunt will cover a 222 
square mile of private and 
public land located in Mont- 
morency, Otsego and 
Presque Isle Counties. These 
areas were most affected by 
crop and range damage due 
to large concentrations of 
elk, and remain the primary 
reason for the elk hunt. 

“As with deer season, we 
expect a good part of the elk 
harvest will occur on 
opening day,’’ says DRN 
Regional Director John Mac- 
Gregor, “Many hunters have 
already scouted the area for 
elk and will concentrate 
their hunt from those find- 
ings. We’re hoping there will 


“be sufficient snow cover to 


provide for good tracking,” 
MacGregor adds. 

Only a licensed elk hunter 
may shoot an elk during the 
hunt, however, a hunter can 
be accompanied by ad- 


ditional people to later assist . 


in hauling the elk to a car 
and to the check-in station 


“ ” located at the DNR Field Of- 


fice in Atlanta. Average 
weight for elk range from 750 
pounds for a bull, 525 pounds 
for a cow, and 275 pounds for 
acalf. 

During a special drawing 
at the December 10 meeting, 
10 of the 50 elk hunters will 
receive Hunter’s Choice per- 
mits, which will allow them 
to take an antiered bull, cow 
or calf. All other hunters 
may take only a cow or calf. 

After the kill, all 50 hun- 
ters will be required to mark 
the site with a flag and bring 
their elk to the check-in 
station to be properly vali- 
dated (license and tag 
checked and sealed). Vital 
information (elk weight, 
age, etc.) will be recorded by 
DNR staff; they will also 
conduct a follow-up inter- 


view with the hunter regard- — 


ing his hunt (i.e. elk num- 
bers seen, time spent hun- 
ting). 

Field biological crews will 
retrieve samples from the 
kill or dressing site for later 
examination and research 
study of elk.

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

There are many 
fascinating aspects to con- 
cern oneself with when old- 
time logging is the subject. 
One facet of this romantic 
industry was the symbols of 
order represented by the log 
marks. Just as cattle brands 
were used on the open 
ranges of the West to show 
who owned the four-legged 
stock, the log marks were 
used to identify the billions 
of board feet of pine logs 
which were transported by 
the rivers of this State to the 
hundreds of mills. The sort- 
ing of these logs was made 
possible by a mark stamped 
on them before they were 
dumped into a river along 
with thousands of other logs. 
Log marks were recognized 
by the law and even respect- 
ed by those who worked with 
the logs and the rivers. 

Log marks are as old as 
the colonies which became a 
unified part of this Nation. 
You are well aware that 
Queen Anne’s Surveyor 
General marked the finest of 
New England pines with a 
Broad Arrow for the exclu- 
sive use of the Royal Navy. 
Those early loggers were a 
tough lot and disregarded 
those royal attempts to ap- 
propriate what they rightly 
knew was theirs. Even 
though those early loggers 
fought, and not without suc- 
cess, the Broad Arrow 
policy, they identified their 
own logs by hacking or 
stamping symbols upon 


. them. 


In the next few articles, I 
will attempt to give you a 
brief history of log marks 
and some sidelights of the 
men and times.

Dear Sir: 

I am writing in regards to 
last weeks letter concerning 
the ‘Right to Life” move- 
ment. I am involved in Pro- 
Life and have had the oppor- 
tunity to discuss this subject 
as a speaker, friend and 
acquaintance on numerous 
occasions.

I always feel a sense of 
relief when the first of 
December arrives, 
signalling an abrupt slow 
down in the steadily in- 
creasing activity of Septem- 
ber, October and November. 
Most conservation officers, 
find themselves working day 
and night in November try- 
ing to protect the deer herd 
from those who have to cheat 
to get a deer. December, 
though it can still be very 
busy, is a time to try to 
become reacquainted with 
the family and to catch up on 
the mound of mail that has 
been piling up on the desk. 

Perhaps now would be a 
good time for a few reflec- 
tions on the recent deer 
season. Locally, it was one of 
the safest we have had in the 
County. The only hunting ac- 
cident I heard about oc- 
curred in Maple Forest 
Township where a downstate 
woman was struck and 


seriously injured. For- 
tunately, I understand she is 
recovering. 


AS anyone who is interest- 
ed knows by now, the buck 
kill was not much short of 
excellent. Quite frankly, I 
was amazed at the number 
of deer on the buck pole the 
opening day. Most of the 
hunters I spoke with saw 
deer and seemed to be 
having a good hunt. 

Overall, the weather was 
quite good, although this is 
one of the few times I can 
recall no snow throughout 
the season. 

I noticed a rather drastic 
decline in the number of hun- 
ters. There may have been a 
few pockets where hunters 
concentrated, but overall 
pressure was way below 
normal. This sentiment was 
echoed by others. Hunters 
and DNR personne! for the 
most part felt this way.
